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TREASON CHARGES 
SOUGHT FOR Sik 
HELD AS NAZI AIDS 


Attorney General Says 
Prosecutors in. Three 
Cities Will Handle 
Cases of Suspects. 


‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Attorney General Biddle said to- 
day that treason charges may be 
brought against more than six of 


the 14 persons charged with aiding 
the eight Nazi saboteurs, six of 
whom were electrocuted Saturday. 

Those against whom the evidence 
does not justify treason charges 
may be indicted under some lesser 
statute, Biddle said at a press con- 
ference. He said two have been 
interned as dangerous alien ene- 
mies. These are Mrs. Marie Ker- 
ling, 38 years old, widow of the 


— — — of one group of Nazi in- 
Ce rec | vaders, and Ernst Herman Kerk- 


hof, a native of Germany whose 
American citizenship acquired by 
naturilization has been taken away 
from him. Both reside in New 
York. 

Biddle said that evidence against 
the group would be presented to 
the grand jury in New York City, 
Brooklyn and Chicago within 10 
days and that indictments might 
be expected shortly after that. 

United States attorneys in those 
jurisdictions will handle the cases 
and there will be no special prose- 
cutors, he added. Biddle declined 
to say whether the two Nazis 
whose lives were spared because 
they aided the Government, George 
John Dasch and Ernest Peter Bur- 
ger, would be used as witnesses in 
the trial of their alleged accom- 
plices. 

Biddle and some of his top aids 
have been reviewiing the evidence 
against the 14 for several weeks.

to 15 years in prison in the first 
major sedition case since Ameri- 


lea’s entry into the. war. United 
- | States District Judge Robert C. 
s | Baltzell imposed the sentence after 


denying a defense motion for a 
new trial. 
* The 52-year-old Pelley, whom 


Government attorneys called “a 
Benedict Arnold” and “an Aaron 
Burr” in their prosecution, was 
convicted a week ago of 11 counts 
of criminal sedition in connection 
with publications of the Fellow- 
ship Press, Inc., which he headed. 

In passing sentence, Judge 
Baltzell said he believed Pelley 
should be imprisoned “for the du- 
ration.” 

Pelley could have been sentenced 
to 20 years’ imprisonment and 
fined $10,000 on each count of the 
indictment under the Espionage 
Act of 1917. But Judge Baltzell 
said he preferred “to consider it’ 
one offense.” No fine was im- 
posed. 

Lawrence A. Brown, associated 
with Pelley in the Fellowship 
Press and convicted with him, re- 
ceived a five-year sentence, 

Miss Agnes Marian Henderson, 
Pelley’s secretary for several years 
and the third person convicted in 
the case, was given a two-year 
suspended sentence. 

Miss Henderson, who wept 
through the proceeding, was asked 
by Judge Baltzell if she could “re- 
adjust” her life “and get away 
from this organization.” 

‘Ifyou don’t feel that you can, 
we might as well impose the sen- 
tence right now,” added the judge, 

Miss Henderson finally regained 
composure and sobbed to Floyd G, 
Christian, defense attorney, that 
she could. Christian relayed her 
decision to the court and Judge 
Baltzell pronounced the two-year 
sentence, suspending it for five 
years. 

“If you violate the suspended 
sentence,” Judge Baltzell told her, 
“the judgment can be withdrawn 
and a new sentence imposed, If 
you violate this, I'm going to make 
it five years.”

Plan to Transfer Gold and 
Silver Miners to Boost 
Production Is Advo- 
cated. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Pressing labor problems involving 
pirating of workers in war indus- 
tries, unbalanced wage _ situations 


and need for increased copper pro- 
duction confronted three Govern- 
ment agencies today. 

At the instigation of the War La- 
bor Board, the War Production 
Board and the War Manpower 
Commission asked workers and 
employers in the big Detroit tool 
and die industry last night to 
freeze wages and hiring and firing 
of employes pending a labor-man- 
agement conference. 

Simultaneously, WPB was re- 
ported considering the transfer of 
gold and silver miners into cop- 
per mines to increase production 
of the critically scarce metal. The 
copper industry, meantime, peti- 
tioned WLB for wage increases 
primarily as a deterrent to labor 
migration. 

Questions concerning wildcat 
strikes in war industries, lagging 
war production and . possible 
remedial steps also came before 
President Roosevelt at a press con- 
ference. He wanted* more facts 
and figures, however, before he 
would comment. 

The Government agencies’ re- 
quest to the Detroit industry sug- 
gested submitting to the confer- 
ence such issues as wage increases

If the Detroit conference concurs 
in its plan, WLB expressed agree- 
ment to give final judgment on the 
wage cases with decisions retroac- 
tive to Aug. 11.

TOWARD Ol FIELD 
REACH CHERKESSK 
REDS AVOID TRAP 


Berlin Claims Battle of 
Don Bend Is Over, 
Bulk of Russia’s 62nd 
Army Wiped Out, 57,- 
000 Taken Prisoner.

MOSCOW, Aug. 12 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops withdrew, still fight- 
ing furiously, into the wild lands 
of the Caucasian foothills today as 
the German army lunged on be- 
tween the Black and Caspian seas 
—its greatest prizes still’ ahead, 

German columns were moving 
westward, almost within gunshot 
of the Black Sea naval stations 
of Novorossisk and Tuapse, and 


southeastward toward the rich oil 
fields of Grozny and the Cas- 
pian Sea beyond. 

Rolling ever new reserves and 
equipment into the struggle, the 
Germans confronted the battered 
Rusian forces at Krasnodar with 
numerically superior forces and 
launched attack after attack, to- 
day’s mid-day communique said. 
Krasnodar is the main obstacle on 
the road to Novorossisk. 

(The German high command re- 
ported the capture of Slavyansk, 
25 miles northwest of Krasnodar, 
but acknowledged that northward 
on.the feng Russian front Red 
troops had resumed sharp diver- 
sionary attacks northwest of 
Voronezh, in the area of Rzhev, 
northwest of Moscow, and on the 
Volkhoy front, southeast of Len- 
ingrad. The Germans declared 
the battle of the Don Bend is 
ended, with the bulk of the Rus- 
sian Sixty-second Army destroyed, 
57,000 Russian soldiers taken pris- 
oner and 1000 tanks smashed.) 


1000 Germans Killed. 


“The Germans are trying at all 
costs to cross to the southern bank 
of a river,” the mid-day Russian 
communique said. More than 1000 
Germans were killed and 12 tanks 
destroyed in this effort, the Rus- 
sians said. 

(The river mentioned probably is 
the Kuban, which flows from Kras- 
nodar into the Black Sea north of 
Novorossisk.) 

Edging along the Rostov-Baku 
railway the Germans reached Cher- 
kessk, 70 miles southeast of Ar- 
mavir and less than 200 miles from 
Grozny. Red Star, army newspaper, 
reported that the Russians had 
avoided a German snare to sur- 
round them ‘in the Cherkessk re- 
gion, but that fighting there was 
hot and heavy and both sides suf- 
fered great losses.

Hamilton Fish Renominated, 3 to 1;

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Hamilton Fish was overwhelmingly 
renominated by the Republicans 
for Congress in President Roose- 
velt’s home district yesterday. 

He won a 3 to 1 victory over 
three rivals in a primary that also 
brought renomination to six other 
New York members of Congress 
who, like him, were assailed for 
what opponents termed their isola- 
tionist views prior to Pearl Harbor. 
Wendell L. Willkie, one of several 
party leaders opposing Fish, had 
said renomination of the congres- 
sional veteran would permit Demo- 
crats to “use Fish’s record as a 
symbol of Republican political phi- 
losophy.” 

After the returns indicated the 
renomination of Fish, Willkie said, 
“for the sake of the country and 
of the Republican party the fight 
for his elimination must be con- 
tinued.” 

Fish Issues Statement. 

Fish in a statement after his re- 
nomination was assuerd said “the 
people still rule in this district,” 
and added: 

“Interventionists and non-inter- 
ventionists are marching shoulder 
to shoulder to victory and Mr. 
Willkie or any other rabid inter- 
ventionist who interferes with na- 
tional unity is doing a disservice 
to America and aiding and abetting 
our enemies. These pre-war issues 
were sunk at Pearl Harbor, and 
every fair-minded American knows 
it and resents attempts to revive 
them.” 

He about tripled the vote for 
Augustus W. Bennett, Newburgh, 
with State Assemblyman Emerson 
D. Fite and Edward J. Bowen, 
trailing badly.

Wages of between 35,000 and 50,000 
workers in the railroad carrier in- 
dustry will be increased under an 
order establishing a minimum rate 
of 40 cents an hour, L. Metcalfe 
Walling, administrator of the Wage 
and Hour Division of the Depart- 
ment’ of Labor, announced today. 
There are approximately 1,350,000 
workers in the industry. 

The wage order will become ef- 
fective Aug. 31, Walling said, add- 
ing that he had approved the 
unanimous recommendation of an 
industry committee for the indus- 
try which studied economic and 


competitive conditrons. 

George E. Osborne of Stanford 
University, one of the public rep- 
resentatives, was chairman of the 
committee which had 12 members 
equally divided among employers, 
employes and public. 

A wage order issued last March 
1, on recommendation of an earlier 
committee, provided for a mini- 
mum wage of 36 cents for em- 
ployes of.trunkline railroads and 
33 cents for shortline roads.

No Income Tax From 25 Million. 


“About 25 million gainfully em- 
ployed will pay no income tax,” 
he added, “although every one of 
them stands ready to pay his 
share.”

Philadelphian Says He Wore 
U. S. Flag During Visit 
to Germany. 


HARTFORD, Conn. Aug. 12 
(AP).—The Rev. Kurt E. B. Mol- 
zahn, vigorously denying that he 
ever wore the Nazi emblem, as 
claimed by a Government witness, 
testified today that he displayed 
the American flag in his button- 
hole while in Germany in 1937 so 
that he wouldn’t be compelled to 
give the Nazi salute. 

The clergyman, fighting a charge 
that his parsonage in  Phila- 
delphia’s Franklin Square was 
used as a “postoffice” for a Nazi 
spy ring, told a United States Dis- 
trict Court jury that, among the 
reasons’ for wearing the 
White and Blue, was: 

“IT did not want to be molested 
by the Nazis by being forced to 
raise my hand.” 

Conspirators Will Testify. 

District Judge J. Joseph Smith 
ruled earlier that three men who 
‘have pleaded guilty to charges of 
| conspiring to furnish the Axis with 
,American military secrets might 
| testify in behalf of the clergyman. 

The three who will be called by 
the Philadelphia Lutheran clergy- 
man’s lawyers are Gerhard Wil- 
helm Kunze, former national lead- 
er of the German-American Bund; 
Dr. Otto Willumeit of Chicago, 
midwestern leader of the now de- 
funct bund, and Dr. Wolfgang 
Ebell, El Paso, Tex., physician. All

In resuming today the story of 
his life from the witness dock, 
Molzahn told of declining an offer 
of the German Iron Cross first 
class. He said he learned of the 
proffered award in 1925 through a 
letter from his father in Germany. 

“I wrote my father that I could 
not accept it because I had taken 
out my first papers and had 
pledged allegiance to this - coun- 
try,” he asserted. 

The Philadelphian was ‘awarded 
the Iron Cross second class when 
he was 21 years old, in 1916, for 
his service with the German Army. 

Forgot to Become Citizen. 

Asked by his counsel, James. W. 
Carpenter, why he had allowed 
such a long period of time to 
elapse between taking out his first 
papers in 1924 and becoming a 
citizen in 1940, Molzahn' replied 
that when he left Johnstown, Pa., 
to take up his new duties at old 
Zion's Lutheran Church in. Phila- 
delphia, “it was an entirely new 
field and we had a_ very, - very 
busy time. I really neglected it 
and forgot about it.”

He argued that there was a com- 
pleted act before the court—the 
school board placing Dr. Anderson 
on trial on indefinite charges—and 
said it was folly to suppose that 
the court could act only after the 
board had accomplished its pur- 
pose. “Suppose,” he suggested, 
“that the board decided to burn 
down all the school houses. Should 
taxpayers have to await until the 
buildings had been destroyed be- 
fore they could bring court action 
to stop it?” 

Millar recalled that five years 
ago when the school board decid- 
ed to erect a grade school on the 
grounds of Vashon High School a 
group of citizens obtained an in- 
junction to stop it. Carter an- 
swered that in that instance the 
court had before it a final decision 
of the board and pointed out the 
court had not, in this instance, per- 
mitted the board to reach a deci- 
sion about Dr. Anderson.

Mrs. James J. Sweeney 
Wounded in Abdomen 
in Row With Brother 
Over Property. 


A family argument around the

‘NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP). — 
Lieut. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Com- 
manding General of the Eastern 
Defense Command, said today that 
alleged “air marker” incidents, de- 
scribed in a recent release by: the 
First Air Force at Mitchel Field, 
N. Y,, were without “hostile mo- 
tive.” 

“As a result,” Gen Drum added 
in a formal statement, “the- cases 
were dropped as having no bearing 
on national -defense. 

“The responsibility and the rea- 
sons for the release of the photo- 
graphs and the story are now 
under investigation and appropri- 
ate action will be taken in due 
time.” 

The Mitehell Field story and 
photographs had to do with sacks 
of grain stacked in a field in the 
form of a figure 9 with the tail of 
the figure reportedly pointing to 
an aircraft plant, and plowed 
fields or woodland clearings shaped 
like arrows pointing to war plants 
and_air fields. The material was is- 
sued to newspapers of last Monday 
morning. 

“The inference was drawn that 
these ground signs were guides 
to assist enemy airplanes and were 
the work of enemy agents,” Gen. 
Drum said in the statement. “The 
three cases included in the story 


released were recorded in March 
and June of this year. 

“Following normal intelligence 
procedure, investigations were 
made with the conclusions that no 
hostile motive could be attached to 
any one of the incidents in ques- 
tion.” 

Gen. Drum’s annoduncement came 
a day after the War Department 
in Washington said the story “may 
be untrue” and declared that Gen. 
Drum was conducting an investi- 
gation. 

In Trenton, N. J.. L. G. Me- 
Namara, suprintendent of the game 
management of the State Fish and 
Game Commission, had said that an 
arrow in the soil, suspected of 
“pointing to an Eastern air base,” 
was a bird-feeding patch near Ha- 
leyville in Cumberland County and 
the shape was “purely a coinci- 
dence.” 

McNamara added that the Army 
got in touch with the commission 
about the feeding patch three 
months ago and at the time asked 
military officials to make an air 
survey of the State to see if there 
were other suspected markings.

Progress In North. 


At Krasnodar, on the road to 
Novorossisk 60 miles to the south- 
west, the Russians were forced to 
withdraw after Germans ground 
through their defense positions. 

(German military quarters said 
last night that Ruasian troops were 
cornered in the Novorossisk- 
Tuapse area by a Nazi force mov- 
ing west from Maikop and at- 


the Russians by sea.) 

The picture was brighter on the 
approaches to Stalingrad and the 
Volga farther north. The Russians 
said they were inflicting tremen- 
dous losses on Germans attempting 
to break through south of Klets- 
jkaya, about 75 miles northwest of 
Stalingrad. 

Southwest of Stalingrad, near 
Kotelnikovski, the Germans were 
throwing every weapon available 
into the battle and the Russians 
were responding in kind. The Rus- 
sian commmnique said “the enemy 
was forced to go over to defensive 
operations” in one area. 

(A neutral official in Istanbul 
said yesterday a German propa- 
ganda “inspector” had indicated to 
him that Germany may have 
reached most of her 1942 objectives 
in Russia. He said the German 
spoke of erecting before winter an 
“eastern wall” which would run 
across the Northern Caucasus 
mountains, up the Caspian coast 
and the Volga River to Stalingrad 
and then roughly along the present 
front to Leningrad. Retiring be- 
hind this defense position, he said, 
the Germans would launch a “peace 
offensive.”’) 

Tank, Plane Attack. 
The mid-day communique said 
2000 Germans had been killed in 
nine days by one mortar unit in 
the terrific fighting around Kilet- 
skaya. 
Red Star reported that German 
drives from Kletskaya and from 
Kotelnikovski definitely had been 
stopped after the Nazi columns had 
made some progress. Northeast of 
Kotelnikovski, huge German tank 
forces supported by planes were 
thrown at the Russian lines and 
broke through the Soviet defenses. 
Russian forces were regrouped 
and soon put the Germans on the 
defensive, Red Sar said. 
In some places around Kletskaya, 
the Germans made from five to 10 
frontal attacks within 24 hours, the 
Red Star reported, adding that the 
Don River should become. the bar- 
rier in this decisive battle. 
In the Voronezh area, the Rus- 
sians crossed the Don at several 
more places and in the last 24 
hours have captured at least five 
more villages on the west bank, 
Soviet accounts said, while south 
of Voronezh the Germans coun- 
terattacked with tanks and wedged 
into one Red Army position, but 
the push was halted.

‘WALSH ASKS KNOX FOR INQUIRY 


INTO CONDUCT OF NAVY BUREAU 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Chairman Walsh (Dem.), Mass., of 
the Senate Naval Committee called 
on Secretary of the Navy Knox 
today to investigate “the conduct 
and attitude” of the Bureau of 
Ships in its dealings with the Hig- 
gins Industries, New Orleans ship- 
builders. 

His request followed a letter sent 
by Chairman Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the Senate Defense In- 
vestigating Committee to Knox, 
charging the Bureau with negli- 
gence and wilful misconduct in 
handling the designs for an “in- 
vasion vehicle.”

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HE situation in which Donald 
Nelson now finds himself was 
foreseen and predicted last Jan- 
uary by Willkie and by some mem- 
bers of~Congress who had studied 
closely what was going on in 
Washington. 

They were saying then, if I may 
reprint my own reflection of their 
views, that in order to do his task 
Nelson will have to give “orders 
to the procurement branches. of 
the Army and Navy, to loan estab- 
lisiments operated by Secretary of 
Commerce Jones, to the Maritime 
Commission, to ‘sections of the 
State Department, and to many 
agencies. He will, for example, 
have to have a lot to say about the 
specifications which the military 
services set, and probably also their 
testing requirements; for it is gen- 
erally known, I think, that some of 
the spicifications come down from 
an era when there was no shortage 
of anything. A great deal of rank 
and authority will be needed by 
Nelson if he is to deal with mat- 
ters of this sort. He will need to 
outrank legally, politically, symbol- 
ically, the procurement officials 
whom he is supposed to direct. 
. e » And since so much, indeed 
everything is at stake on the suc- 
cess or failure of Nelson’s work, 
there seems to be but one thing to 
do: to press on and to ask the 
President and Congress to take up 
immediately the project of putting 
a firma foundation under Nelson by 
creating a statutory department of 
supply with full Cabinet rank.”

Navy, 
the Maritime Commission made a 
deluge of contracts based on their 
own tables of requirements *and 
their own standards and specifica- 
tions. 

The total of these contracts 
called for more materials than 
there are. The fact that they 
came from several different pro- 
curement agencies, each issuing its 
own priorities orders, has meant 
that the materials flow so uneven- 
ly, so much out of their sequence, 
that the net production of finished 
weapons is very considerably less 
than a well managed supply of 
materials could yield. 


* * * 

HUS we have come to the 

time when the powers dele- 
gated to Nelson will have to be 
exercised by Nelsor or in some 
other way. The over-all control 
and direction of war procunement 
and war production is. the only 
conceivable way in which the most 
efficient use can be made of a 
limited supply of materials. Nelson 
has vast powers. But they are 
sleeping powers. They cannot be 


left sleeping any longer. 


For it will take more than ap- 


peals and persuasion, it will take 
authority, discipline, and orders to 
keep the assembly lines moving. It 
will take power reaching from the 
highest military command itself*to 
compel the War and Navy Depart- 
ments to calculate their require- 
ments for the task forces of this 
war and not for military establish- 
ments which merely get bigger and 
bigger. It will take power to force 
them to economize and simplify. 


It will take power to compel them 
to make true production schedules

Monument and Murals. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ITZPATRICK’S cartoon, “Culture 
Comes to Memorial Plaza,” is a pithy 
and a humorous exposition of the dan- 
gers of unwise acceptance of hastily de- 
signed and executed sculpture for city 
plazas and parks. 
The fine editorial that followed it a 
day or two later, “The Design, Not the 
Site, Is the Issue,” gives proper evalua- 
tion to all comment. about the pylon, 
and points out that by moving it to a 
less conspicuous place, we have only 
made a compromise. For some unknown 
reason, the commission disregarded art 
opinion for expediency. 
It is time that citizens who wish to 
see proper development in art insist that 
the opinion of persons trained in art is 
the proper measuring stick for accept- 
ance or rejection of designs, and that 
the members of the City Art Commis- 
gion able to give this service are not 
again overruled, 


And now a word about our Postoffice 
murals. I am glad to see that an im- 
portant magazine of wide circulation has 
made a complete set of color photo- 
graphs of the murals. Undoubtedly na- 
tionally recognized art critics will com- 
ment. Few recognize the fact locally 
that we have the most important fresco 
murals executed by AMERICAN artists 
in this country. These murals have re- 
quired two years of technical and his- 
torical research before they were painted 
on the walls. Mr. Millman and Mr. 
Siporin are nationally known. 

The use of the river as a background 
is important, for the river was the road 
through the wilderness, and its explora- 
tion brought settlement to Missouri.

For example, Hanson Baldwin of the New York 
Times pointed out several times that identification 
of the units fighting on Bataan (and well known to 
the Japs) would have improved morale at home 
“since local spirit and pride of place play a major 
part in American psychology. People want to follow 
the actions of ‘our boys’ from New York, from Cali- 
fornia and so on.” 

There are other shortcomings and anachronisms 
in Army (and Navy) publicity. But this “great air 
marker hoax” takes the Brass Hats’ biggest brass- 
candied cake.. Sorrowfully, it must be admitted that 
when the blatant braggarts of DNB get onto “the 
great air marker hoax,” they will make the most of 
it. It will be one time that they do not have to 
resort to their stock of assorted lies and bombast to 
poke fun at us.

At Promontory Point, in Utah, on May 10, 1869, 
a motley crowd of Irish and Chinese section hands;

Dr. Schurman served as vice- 
president of the New York State 
constitutional convention’ of 1915. 
He was one of the’ advisers of 
President Harding with respect to 
the League of Nations covenant 
and energetically opposed the Unit- 
ed States joining the League with 
the famous Article X as part of 
the document, 
As an author he added consider- 
ably to philosophical and historical 
literature, his published works in- 
cluding: “Kantian Ethics and 
Ethics of Evolution”; “The Ethical 
Import of Darwinism”: “Belief in 
God”; “Agnosticism and Religion”: 
“The Balkan Wars,” and “Why 
America Is in the War.”

Schurman was the father-in-law 
of Brig. Gen. John Magruder, now 
stationed in Washington.

In many countries of the world 
Germany has large “minorities.” 
They have lived in those countries 
not as “minorities,” however, but 
as citizens. They enjoyed the full 
privileges of those states, includ- 
ing the rights of free speech, free 
assemblage and freedom to organ- 
ize. 

Citizenship in the modern state 
is not based upon race. It is based 
upon fidelity to the laws. It is, in 
other words, a social contract. 

The Nazi state repudiates this 
entire theory. The very first phrase 
in the famous 26 points of Nazi 
policy is that full citizenship in the 
Third Reich is accorded only to 
persons of German blood. The 
Nazi state substitutes for the social 
contract a tribal theory. 


* *¢ ® 
Now what does that mean for 
other countries? Anyone can dis- 
solve a social contract. A person 
may change hig citizenship. But 
from the Nazi standpoint that is 
irrelevant. The Nazis do not op- 
pose the changing of citizenship, 
but they do not recognize it as a 
supreme act. For them the tie of 
the blood is the only essential tie. 
And they therefore claim every 
person of German blood for the 
Third Reich, in whatever country 
he may live, and whatever his citi- 
zenship may be. 
* » . 
WAY back in 1937, at a meet- 
ing in Styttgart, called by 
Herr Bohle, the chief of.the Nazi 
organization of “Germans living 
abroad” (Bund der Auslandsdeut- 
schen) Baron von Neurath, then 
foreign minister of Germany, an- 
nounced that every German living 
abroad had a duty to the father- 
land and that, in all his business 
and cultural relationships, he must 
serve it. The very phrase, “Aus- 
landsdeutschen” is revealing. The 
citizen of a country other than 
Germany is not a Britisher, an 
American, a Pole, or a Czech, he 
is “a German abroad.” 


* * 

But the theory was not merely 
a theory. It was translated into 
tangible organization. These or- 
ganizations, in every country 
where there were citizens of Ger- 
man extraction, were set up as 
cells in every branch of society. 
There were and are “German”—i. 
e. Nazi—groups in universities, re- 
ligious groups, industries, trade 
unions. They work in different 
ways and with different functions. 
Some of them have merely to 
spread careful propaganda; others 
are to encourage pacifism. Others 
are to commit actual sabotage. But 
there are connections between all 
of them. 

In the Nazi theory, every man 
of German blood who refuses to 
co-operate with the Third Reich, 
and maintains allegiance to the 
country of his citizenship is guilty 
of treason and is subject to pun- 
ishment for treason when the

HE pattern I have described

Community Chest Urged to 
Raise This Amount in Ad- 
dition to Local Funds. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
The National Budget Committee 
for War Appeals recommended to- 
day that war and community chests 
raise a year’s budget of $75,659,000 
for the United Service Organiza- 
tions and foreign war appeals. — 
The recommendation, made aft- 
er conferences with heads of relief 
drives, is 10 million less than esti- 
mates made before the start of a 
foreign relief budget réview, said 
Gerard Swope, committee chair- 
man. 

The committee asserted an addi- 
tional 95 million must be raised for 
local community welfare purposes. 

A six-month budget for the Greek 
War Relief Society was suggested 
“in the hope that Government 
funds would come to the rescue by 
that time and provide transporta- 
tion of grain, the chief purpose for 
which funds given this society are 
spent.” | 

The group said the money was to 
be spent primarily for freight on 
15,000 tons of wheat monthly in 
Swedish ships given passage right 
by Allied and Axis powers. 

The grain, supplied by the United 
States and Canada, would “keep 
less than one-third of the Greek 
population from starving to death,” 
the committee said.

The Chickasaw, Which Fought 
at Mobile Bay, Going Out 
of River Service. ; 


The old Union fighting ship 
Chickashaw, commissioned in the 
St. Louis Shipbuilding Yards in 
1862 and thought to be the last 
iron-clad from the. Civil War, may 
soon give its iron hull to make 
new guns for the present war or be 
retired for emergency use in event 
of the destruction of Mississippi 
River bridges. 

Jt will be taken out of service at 

New Orleans, where it has been 
carrying railroad cars across 
the Mississippi River for the Mis- 
souri Pacific-Texas & Pacific 
Terminal. Trains, which have 
been ferried in the past, are now 
being routed over the Huey Long 
Bridge, and by Aug. 25 the old 
boat’s duties there will be done, ex- 
ecutives of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad said today. 

The boat was renamed Goulds 
boro in 1882 when converted into a 
cargo carrier. It had been an iron- 
clad of 970 tons displacement with 
two. gun turrets and four cannon, 
buift on a turtle-back deck, a modi- 
fication of its famous predecessor, 
the Monitor. 

The Chickasaw distinguished it- 
self in the Battle of Mobile Bay 
when it came to the rescue of Ad- 
miral Farragut’s flagship, Hart- 
ford, which had been rammed by 
the Confederate battleship, Ten- 
nessee. The St. Louis-built ship 
silenced the guns of the Tennessee 
and captured it.

‘If the defense of the Solomons 
is of sufficient importance to the 
Japanese to justify dispatch of 
strong air reinforcements from the 
home islands and the Asiatic.main- 
land, such an act would conceiv- 
ably delay their contemplated at- 
tack on Russia, or seriously impair 
its effectiveness, In fact, our of- 
fensive in the Pacific will tend to 
be a check on Japanese freedom 
of action, not only against Siberia 
but also in China and on the fron- 
tier of India, The Japanese air 
force is not large enough to pro- 
vide for large-scale operations in 
all these theaters simultaneously, 
and we have at least demonstrated 
to them that they are not going 
to be permitted to concentrate 
their airpower against a single ob- 


curity everywhere else. 

Whatever the fate of our present 
offensive, this minimum gain is at 
least secure. If we succeed in ef- 
fecting a lodgment in the Solomons 
we shall—as Admira] King points 
out—use the newly won position 
for further offensive operations. 
There can be little doubt that our 
ultimate purpose is to drive the 
Japanese from the whole of their 
positions in the Solomon, Bismarck 
and Admiralty islands and on the 
mainland of New Guinea. This is 
an objective which will have a far- 
reaching strategic effect if we can 
accomplish it and is well worth the 
risk we haye taken in assuming 
the offensive,

Father Pelypenko was sent to the 
United States at the expense of the 
F. B. I. Soon such men as Kunze, 
Vonsiatsky, Willumeit and Molzahn 
—all important German agents— 
easily fell into a trap laid out for 
them by this unassuming Ukrain- 
ian priest who had decided that 
he must do something to help to 
save his native land from the Nazi 
wolves. 


Father Pelypenko has a_ jovial 
disposition, is tall and stocky, a 
hearty eater and a moderate drink- 
er. However, beneath his comra- 
derie there is great shrewdness 
and he is a past master at dis- 
simulation. He found it easy to 
impose on the Germans, whom he 
describes as thoroughgoing but 
naive, 


Father Pelypenko ig also some- 
thing of a linguist. He speaks 
German rather fluently and, in 
South America, he picked up 
enough Spanish to be able to get 
along. : 

In the course of his “mission” 

in South America he covered Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, Uruguay, Paraguay 
and Chile so thoroughly that there 
is hardly a populated spot in those 
countries to which he didn’t pay 
at least one Visit. He also visited 
secret airfields, disguised arsenals 
and camouflaged explosives jlants 
established by the Germans in va- 
rious parts of South America. 
Nothing ever escaped the notice of 
this merry priest who at Hartford 
recently made the whole courtroom 
shake with laughter when he an- 
swered the cross-examining defense 
attorney with sallies at the expense 
of the German spies whom he was 
helping to convict, 
In the United States, too, Father 
Pelypenko moved freely among the 
Nazi agents and their Ukrainian, 
Lithuanian and other acolytes. He 
was supplied with the highest Nazi 
recommendations and was every- 
where received with open arms, No 
secrets were withheld from him, 

His coming into the open at 
Hartford must have sent shivers

ARENTS are more frightened 

by the a sudden in- 

terest their children take in 
their friends of the opposite sex 
than they are by any other indica- 
tion of their growing up. Why this 
is true is easy to understand. 

A mistake in this relationship is 
likely to have long lasting effects 
upori the lives of the children. So- 
ciety is slow to pardon sex errors 
and quick as well as unrelenting 
in their punishment. 

The only way to safeguard the 
children is to begin their instruc- 
tion early so that by the time this 
instinct begins to ripen the chil- 
dren are prepared to meet it with 
some degree of understanding 
and control. That at once lessens 
the strain on both children and 


parents. 


If this training has not been 


given and the children enter ado- 
lescence unprepared there can be 
only strain and struggle and mis- 
understanding because both sides 
are in fear of something scarce 
understood by either. Authority 
is almost futile and pleadings are 
vain. The children must muddle 
through somehow and the parents 
have to suffer while the children 
gather experience.

IN FAMILIES where the chil- 
dren have been reared intelligently 
this situation need not cause much 
distress. The children gradually 
take on the responsibilities of their 
age and the parents gradually re- 
linquish their authority and be- 
come trusted advisors. Even then 
there are times when parents wor- 


ry. 

Children grow up faster these 
days than in their parents’ time, 
They want to do in their early 
teens what their parents did not 
think of doing in their early twen- 
ties. That is because society moves 
faster and travels farther in less 
time. It ig true that the children 
mature sooner, but it is also true 
that there is still need for time to 
make the necessary adjustments in 
the change from childhood to ado- 
lescence. 


If parents can understand that 
there is nothing to fear, that the 
child is making a change that is 
normal and right a bit sooner than 
they did, that all that is required 
is a little stretching of the imag- 
“nation, a little more friendliness, 
a little more willingness to accept 
the new standards of growth. and 
adjustments, they will find the sit- 
uation easier.

Except for the great Asiatic land 
,mass, America has more weather 
than amy place else on earth, Not 
only is the annual variation in 
temperature over most of its sur- 
face between 20 dégrees below 
zero on some winter days to 110 or 
more degrees abdve zero during 
some summer idays, but the num- 
ber of storms and storm tracks 
brought about at the interfaces of 
polar air masses and tropical air 
masses make sudden change in 
temperature, humidity and baro- 
metric pressure frequent experi-

WEATHER CHANGES create so 
many effects on human bodily sta- 
tus that they are hard to classify. 
Hot weather reduces blood pressure 
and cold spells raise it. Dr. Peter- 
sen, in a recent article, tells an 
interesting story of a young wom- 
an with a very changeable vaso- 
motor system who regularly had 
fainting attacks in the wake of 
cold storms. 

The fainting did not occur with 
the cold period, but afterwards 
when the warm or hot reaction 
came on; then her blood pressure 
became so low that any unusual 
exertion would bring on a fainting 
spell. In an equable climate she 
would have become comfortable, 
but even in her normal environ- 
ment the administration of ephe- 
drine, which raised blood pressure, 
controlled the attacks.

THE FORMULA FOR the gen- 
eral body reaction to sudden cold 
is “A. R. 8.” (anoxia, reduction, 
sugar increase). Cold closes the 
superficial blood vessels, raising 
blood pressure and it rearranges 
the endocrine secretions, causing a 
feeling of stimulation and actually 
affecting sugar metabolism. 

The reaction to heat is “C. O. V.” 
(catabolism, oxidation, vasodilata- 
tion). The superficial blood vessels 
dilate, the blood increases in acid- 
ity, the basal metabolism is in- 
creased, the  potassium-calcium 
ratio is diminished, dehydration 
occurs with a consequent feeling 
of let-downness and fatigue. 

These are the temporary reac- 
tions to sharp changes. After a 
hot or cold spell is established, the 
body adjusts itself and discomfort 
disappears. 


Questions and Answers. 

A. B.: What kind of disease is 
scleroderma? What is the best 
treatment for it? 

Answer: Scleroderma is a hard- 
ening of the skin of the hands and 
arms and sometimes of the face. 
The real cause is not known. The 
best treatment is by the applica- 
tion of heat and injections of vac- 
cine. 


J. P. G.: Is there a cure or rem- 

edy that will relieve the spells of 
bronchial asthma? Is there a dif- 
ference between bronchial asthma 
and chronic bronchitis? 
' Answer: Bronchial asthma is us- 
ually due to sensitivity (allergy) 
to plant pollens, sometimes to ani- 
mals—especially rabbits and cats 
and horses—or ¢o certain foods or 
house dust. If you can find out 
what you are sensitive to and elim- 
inate it, your asthma will be im- 
proved. Sometimes the asthma is 
due to chronic infection from sinus 
disease. Chronic bronchitis often 
produces wheezing like asthmatic: 
wheezing, but the two conditions 
are not essentially alike,

want to begin rotating in a rut, 
Nor did he want to be classed for- 
ever aS a small townsman, since 
his life, personal and professional, 
really began in Boston, Mass, 


“I got into show business when 
I was a little fellow back in Bos- 
ton,” he said. “No, I won’t say 
just when, but it was way back 
yonder, long before the 1900s, In 
those days we had museums where 
they’d give an hour stage show and 
then an hour in the curio museum, 
and they needed a boy in one of 
the acts, so I got the job. 

“It was an act with a trick 
house on the stage, trick windows 
and doors, and the tumblers in 
the act would fall in and out of 
the house. I was the kid that ran 
underneath and they all jumped 
over me, In other words, I sort of 
doubled for a barrel. 


“Then I developed a voice and 
for a great many years I sang 
in vaudeville, I was the first one 
to sing, ‘In the Shade of the Old 
Apple Tree,’ ‘Cheyenne, Hop on 
Your Pony,’ and believe it or not, 
I was the first to sing ‘Sweet Ad- 
eline.’” 

Aside from recalling that it took 
place at the Keith Boston Theater, 
Prouty doesn’t remember any of 
the details that surrounded the 
introduction of this classic contri- 
bution to close harmony, but con- 
cerning the birth of ‘Shade of the 
Old Apple Tree’ he is happily remi- 
niscent. 


“I remember the writing of that 


song very well,” he recalled. “Har- 
ry Armstrong, who wrote the ly- 
rics to many songs and I were 
going up to Harry’s place on 11ith 
street for a poker game one night.

We got on the subway and, oh 
boy, was it hot. It was almost un- 
bearable. Harry sat down fanning 
himself, and took his coat off and 
said, ‘Jeddy, how would you like 
to be out in the country right now 
just dozing in the shade of the 
old apple tree. Say, how do you like 
that?’ he asked me. ‘In the Shade 
of the Old Apple Tree.’ And before 
we got to his house he'd written 
the chorus on the back of an old 
envelope.” 

Prouty’s last vaudeville act was 
one with Al Maddox, called The 
Messenger Boy and The Thespian, 
and it was while they were play- 
ing Hammerstein’s at 7th Avenue 
and 42nd Street, that Erlanger, the 
famous producer, saw Prouty and 
introduced him to the lucrative and 
long lasting musical comedy field, 
and such shows as “Girlies,” “Miss 
Springtime,” dnd “The Pink Lady.” 

Between shows for a_ while 
Prouty toured with Leon Errol in 
an act that they made up as they 
went along, and which occasioh- 
ally ran on for hours, to the deep 
disgust of theater managers. 

“So what we finally had to do,”

Prouty related, “was that I’d wait 
until we’d get a big laugh, when 
Leon was doing his rubber legs or 
something, and then I'd run like 
hell back to the stage manager and 
say, ‘How much more time do we 
have,’ and then run back. We 
never knew what was coming next 
except that eventually Leon would 
end up by breaking all the furni- 
ture.”

Although I fully appreciate 
West's method of maneuvering his 
vulnerable opponents into a cul-de- 
sac, I think he bore down a little 
too hard and jeopardized his own 
coup by his double. But perhaps 
he knew his opponents better than 
I do. Holding North’s hand, any 
good player might “fall for” the 
two club bid and, vulnerable 
against the nonvulnerable overcall, 
might decide to go out for a no. 
trump game rather than show the 
heart suit. But the double of three 
no trump should have struck 
North as quite a surprise, and in 
that sense should have awakened 
deep suspicion, 

Obviously, West could not be 
doubling on a club suit, and, since 
North had the ace of spades and 
king of hearts, it was equally sure 
he could not be counting on a solid 
major suit. The diamond suit, how- 
ever, was wide open from North’s 
point of view and should have cre- 
ated a healthy uneasiness. South 
could not be blamed for staying in 
three no trump because, suspicious 
or not, he had no other place to go, 
North, however, had a good five- 
card major suit and, as I have said, 
once his suspicions were aroused 
(which apparently they were not) 
should have spoiled West’s coup by 
running to four hearts. 

All this reasoning, however, is 
beside the point of what actually 
happened. West dashed off his six 
diamond tricks with more than a 
suspicion of gloating, while his 
partner, who had been in the depth 
of despair, took a new lease on life
